of the Communist Party of Austria {KP0e} and the Soviet comman» 
dant of VIENNA with a view to transferring the power of control 
for the observance of stipulations of the peace treaty to the 
KPOa in case the Soviet troops should withdraw from Austria. 

At these conferences the Central Committee suggested the cre- 
ation of instances proving the non-observance of the stipu- 
Lations of the State Treuty after the withdrawal of the Soviet 
troops, and the engineering of incidents which would justify 

an intervention by Soviet forces from the Czech area. A small 
scale coup dtétat should perhaps be staged. This suggestion 
was refused by th; Soviets who considered it insecure, he 
Soviets would continue to apply their procrastination tactics 
in regard to the State Treaty in order to retain their occu- 


pation troops in Austria.
